Around 
the bedside were gathered the family. phy- 
sicians, and Postmaster Wana 
maker, who bad all kept constant watch 
during the night. A few moments before 
death he opened his eyes, and looking ten- 
derly at his wife, said in a low voice, 
“Mother,” a word filled with all the fond- 
est recollections of their loving and happy 
married life, and by which he always called 
his wife when none but the family were 
near. He looked into her eyes as if about 
to say soinething more, but seemed to have 
no strength left, and lu a few moments he 
passed away. The watchers saw that all 
was over, and the bereaved wife and 
daughter, who had nursed and cared tor 
him during his long iiluess, could restrain 
their feelings no longer, aud gave way to 
their grief,

Mr. Randall's death had been expected at 
any time during the past three days, and 
the family and friends knew he could not 
last much longer. Friday nicht had been a

AFTER A LONG ILLNESS. 
Mr. Randall’s illness dates back about 
five years when Dr. Mallan, who attended

L | him throughout his late illness, was called 


to treat him for gout. On July 9th, almost 
two years ago, Mr. RKaudall was sua- 
denly seized with a violent diarrhea and 
hemorrhage during the night, due to hastily 
eating a dish of ice cream and berries 
during the day. This hemorrhage was so 
severe that it completely prostrated him, 
and life was in imminent danger. Dr. 
Malian had treated him for a time previous 
to this, Mr. Randall being troubled with 
what he sup to be hemorrhoids. The 
diarrhea attack caused the disease to assume 
an acute form, and it was found that he 
suffered from an extensive and malignant 
abscess. Mr. Randall rallled and grew 
stronger, and was getting along fairly weil 
until last February, when he iad a severe 
rigor, brdught on probably by the weather. 
This rigor was accompanied by severe 
abdominal pains, and there were symptoms 
of peritonitis. From this time exhaustion 
began to setin and the sick man’s course 
was downward. 

Up toa short time ~ Mr. Randall had 
confidence in his abil to pull through, 
and told a Graaseeions visitor that he was 
mending and would be able to resume bis 
Congressional duties, He joined the Pres- 
byterian Church about two months ago, Mr. 
Wanamaker having spoken to him on the 
subject. Dr. Chester is pastor, and will 
probably conduct the funeral services in 

is city. 

SYMPATHY AND CONDOLENCE. 

The news of Mr. Kandall’s death became 
quite generally known during the day. It 
was expected, and therefore not sv much of 
a shock as it otherwise would have been. 
A large number of persons called at the 
residence during the day to express con- 
dolence. Tne President and Mrs. Har- 
rison sent a basket of flowers with 
a note r deep sympathy. Speaker 
Reed called during the afternoon to ex- 
press regret and learn the wishes of the 
family with respect to the funeral services, 
Among other callers were Secretary Blaine, 
ex-Senator. Ferry of Michigan, who stood 
next to Randall during tbe electoral count 
proceedings; ex Speaker Carlisle. Repre- 
sentatives Breckinridge of Keutucky aud 
Springer of IIIinois. 

The remains have been embalmed and 
placed in a casket. It is said the dead man 


e is emaciated to a remarkable degree. 
TRIBUTES OF ADMIRATION, 

Expressions of regret for Mr. Randall’s 
death are universal and sincere. None 
paid him higher tributes of admiration and 
respect than his Democratic colleagues in 
the House differed with bim vitaily 
upon one of the must important measures 
in Congress. Representative Mills spoke 
feelingly and earnestiy. He was a very 
great man,“ said he, u man of unimpeach- 
ableintegrity and a natural-born leader of 
men. He had more of the elements of lead- 
ership than any man I have come lu con- 
tact with since I have been in public life. 
Nothing but his views on the tariff could 
have prevented him from being the leader 
of the Democratic 4 If it had not been 
for that be would h ve been no.ninated for 
President in 187. He would have 
been elected and seated, for he would 
have asserted bis rights.

A large church may 
be a success, but not on account of its 
numbers. We are too apt to be dazzled 
by numerical strength. It may be a 
valley of 7 bones, large, but the 
army of death. 1 pray that this church 
may ever be thronged with devout 
worshipers. It is not by the power 
and might of numbers that you are to 
win, but by the spirit. Culture, wealth, 
position and the like are full of fas- 
cination, but they are not prosperity. 
We should despise them. They do not 
make the church what she is, but she 
makes the best they are. In none of 
these is prosperity, yet they all have 
their place. 
Jo a prosperous church the gospel 
of God's free grace must be earnest 
held. There is no substitute for it. It 
isnot the truth to preach about the 
gospel, but the gospel iiself must be 
preached. It is a complete revelation; 
loving message to humanity. 
e need not go I and down 
among theologies and theories, but go 
to God’sown word. He has spoken in 
music as that which was sung in the 
heavens at the advent. 
“The church ceases to be a church 
when it ceases to testify the gospel of 
the grace of God. The theologians 
have their use, but the gospel is for 
humanity—for the world. 
Iinsist on this, because there is 
much occasion for it. For some rea- 
son there is not the same feeling about 


sin today as in the past. Sin is 
a dreadful thing; it is the

Nevertheless, 
the governor of the prison decided that 
the flogging should be administered, 
whereupon Dr. Guervich remonstrated 
strenuously, and refused to be present 
at the flogging, from which the woman 
died, after receiving a hundred blows. 
The Russian government is not likely 
to overlook such insubordination on 


Guervich may himself have a chance 
to taste the knout. . 


WHEN the Masac project for selling 
a mining concession in Lower Califor- 
nia to a Chinese company was first 
broached, TE Times announced that 
it was a scheme for the purpose of 
smuggling coolies into the United- 
States. Some of our contemporaries 
sneered at this idea, but the truth of 
our statement has become very man- 
ifest. The business of running these 
contrabands across the line has be- 
come so considerable as to necessitate 
interference gn part of the Federal 
authorities at Washington, who have 
authorized the San Diego officials to 
employ more help along the border.

PROHIBITION AT RIVERSIDE. 


A Riverside man, who says he voted 
for prohibition two years ago because 
he is a temperance man and does not 
believe in saloons, has been investi- 
gating the working of prohibition in 
that place, and communicates his con- 
clusions to a local paper, the Phoenix. 
The investigator sought to solve the 
following four problems: 


Has prohibition increased or diminished 
the number of places where liquor is sold? 
Has it increased or diminished the con- 
sumption of liquor? 

Has it advanced the moral tone of society 
in the community? | 
Has its effect been favorable to the busi- 
ness prosperity of our city? 


He found that there are now eight 
places where liquor can be obtained in 
violation of theordinance. Under the 

high-license ordinance there was only 
one saloon. 

Asto the second query, he found 
that while on the surface it would ap- 
pear that the consumption of liquor 
had diminished, this is due to the 
disappearance of the floating popula- 

tion and tramp class, which formerly 
figured so largely in the police courts. 

On the other hand, a very large amount 
of liquor is sold at the illegal resorts, 

and liquor is now kept and consumed 

in many private houses, where it was 
unknown under high license. Rather 
than bother with prescriptions, many 

citizens now purchase liquor by the 
bottle, and having it so conveniently 

at hand, it is drunk much oftener than 

it otherwise would be. 

Eight saloons, existing in open defi - 
ance of law make many law-breakers 


moral elevation of a community. 
Regarding the effect on the business 
prosperity of the city, the evidence is 


| said to be conclusive that prohibition 


has driven from the hotels and city 
numerous invalids and visitors, accus- 
tomed to the use of wine at their 


a large amouut of money. It bas also 


| engendered much bitterness and strife 


among the citizens, which does not 
tend to help the growth of a place. 

In concluding, this Riverside prohi- 
bitionist says: 


In the light of my investigation I am 
forced to the conclusion that prohibition is 
a failure in Riverside, and although a pro- 
hibitionist at heart, I shall vote at the next 
election for hich license. I am forced to 
this action in the interest of temperance, 
for certainly no true temperance man can 
look at the situation at Riverside today with 
any satisfaction. I think it much better 
for the cause of temperance that we have 
high license, Which will be enforced and 
obey rather than have probibition 
turned into a farce and mockery. 


There is littie doubt that a fair in- 
vestigation would bring to light a 
similar state of affairs in other places, 
of any considerable size, where probi- 
bition has been introduced. There is 
no doubt that a majority of the rank 
and file of the prohibition army are 
actuated by the most worthy motives, 
but it is also equally clear that the 
methods which they adopt have not 
met with glittering success, Open, 
fair regulation and restriction of the 
liquor traffic are. certainly better, in 
every wey, then 
which are systematically evaded, thus 
breeding. not only drunkards, but 
hypocrites as well. 

These facta and this view of the sub- 
ject are commended to the good citi- 
zens Of Pasadena, without regard to 


party or profession, who are to vote 
upon the subject today. 


SAMUEL J. RANDALL. 


In the death of Samuel J. Randall 
the Democratic party suffered a loss 
Which will not easily be replaced. 

Mr. Randall was a man remarkable 
in many ways, but chiefly for his 
tenacity and boldness in adhering to 
tenets which are in direct conflict with 
those upon which a great majority of 
his party set the most store. He was 
the son of a well-known law- 
yer and Democratic politician of Phil- 
adelphia, was educated as a merchant, 
and, after being four times elected to 
the City Council and once to the State 
Senate, was sent to Congress, taking 
his seat on the 7th of December, 1863. 
Since then he represented, without in- 
termission, the only Democratic dis- 
trict in Philadelphia, In his election 
to the Fifty-first Congress he received

Ex-Mayor Eugene Gregory arrived 
in this city yesterday, from Sacra- 
mento, on a short business trip. Mr.

„My friends were very confident of 
my election, and refrained in many in- 
stances from. voting, thinking I was 
sure of an election.

I had not an- 
nounced my intention of being a can- 
didate for Governor, but my friends 
were urging me forward, and it was 

robably for that reason:that my polit- 
cal opponents desired my defeat. The 
plurality against me was 41 votes.

SINGULAR DISPATCH ABOUT 
|THE UNION PACIFICO. 


An Unqualified Statement That the 
Road Is Not Coming to Cali- 
fornia—What It Probably Means 

Santa Fe Employees Worried— 

ogunset Specials. 


Rather a singular dispatch came over 
the wires from Boston night before last 
regarding the coming of the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad to Los Angeles. The 
dispatch makes an unqualified state- 
ment, to the effect that the Union Pa- 
cifie people have no intention of ex- 
tending their lines to Southern Cali- 
fornia for some years to come. The 
correspondent claims to have inter- 
viewed the principal officers of the 
company, but it is very certain that 
their words have been twisted to suit 
the correspondent, for it is certain 
that the Union Pacific.is being pushed 
this way as fast as possible. They have 
2000 men building road between Mil- 
ford and Pioche, and there are three 
corps of surveyors working between 
Pioche and Ludlow on the line of the 
Atlantic and Pacitic. For several 
months past the company’s sur- 
veyors have been trying to find a 
pass through the mountains this side 
of Ludlow. and it is understood that 
there is a wealthy gentleman in this 
city who has spent considerable time 
hunting in the mountains, and he will 
lead them to a pass that is much bet- 
ter than the Cajon Pass as soon as the 
company will make terms with him. 
Engineers who have been over the 
route from 
company is building over the hardest 
country they will have to cross. After 
they leave Pioche the work will be 
comparatively easy. They will reach 
Pioche in August, and it will only take 
them a few months to tap the Atlantic 
and Pacific. At this rate they will be 
in Los Angeles early in 1893. If Presi- 
dent Adams does not intend to come 
to Los Angeles it is a little strange 
that he should have the brightest 
right-of-way agent in his employ in 
this city at the present time. This 
agent has been here about two 
months and he has not been 
idle a day. He has worked with- 
out making apy noise, and it is 
understood that he secured almost all 
of his contracts, so that it will not be 
necessary for him to keep his move- 
ments quiet much longer.

A Disaster on Lake Michigan Near 
Chicago. 

Cuicaao, April 13.—[By the Associated 
Press.] A severe wind and rain storm has 
been raging here since Sunday morning.

How can the bodies of the human race, 
which have had no replenishment from 
the dust sinte the time of Adam in 
Paradise, get any recuperation from 
the storehouse from which he was con- 
structed without our going back into 
the dust? That original. life-giving 
material having beon added to the 
body as it once was, and ali the defects 
left behind, what a body will be the 
resurrection body! And will not bun- 
dreds of thousands of such appearing 
above the Gowanus Heights make 
Greenwood more beautiful than any 
June morning after a shower?

The Appian Way 
of Rome was bordered by sepulchral 
commemorations.

THE RESURRECTION, 

At this Easter service I ask and 
answer what may seem a novel ques- 
tion, but it will be found, before I get 
through, a practical and usefu! and 
tremendous question: What will res- 
_Urrection day do for the cemeteries? 
First, I will remark, it will be their 

supernal beautification. At certain 
seasons it is customary in all lands to 
strew flowers over the mounds oh the 
departea. It may have been guggested 
by tho fact that Christ's tomb was in 
a garden. And when I say garden 1 
do not mean a garden of these lati- 
tudes. The late trosts of spring and 
the early frosts of autumn are so near 
to each other that there are only a few 
months of flowers in the field. All the 
flowers we see today had to be petted 
and coaxed und put under shelter or 
they would not have bloomed at all. 
They ure the children of the conserva- 
tories. But at this season, and 


that day shall turn under the last rose- 
leaf and the-last china-aster, if out of 
the broken sod shall come the bodies 
of our loved ones not damaged, but 
irradiated. 
| THE SAME BODY. 

The idea of the resurrection gets 
easior to understand as I hear the 
phonograph unroll some voice that 
talked into it or sung into it a year 
ago, just before our friend’s decease. 
You turn the wire, and then come 
forth the very tones, the very accentu- 
ation, the very cough, the very song of 
the person that breathed into it once, 
but is now departed. It a man can do 
that, cannot Almighty God, without 
bali trying, return the voice of your 
departed? And if he can return the 
voice, why not the lips and the tongue 
and throat that fashioned the voice? 
And if the lips and the tongue and the 
throat, why not the brain that sug- 
gested the words? And if the brain, 
why not the nerves, of which the brain 
is the headquarter? Aud if he can re- 
turn the nerves, why not the muscles. 
which are less ingenious? And if the 
muscles, why not the bones, that are 
Jess wonderful? And if the voice and 
the brain and the muscles and the 
bones, why not the entire body? If 
man can do the phonograph. God can 
do the resurrection. ~W#l it be the 
same body that in the last day shall be 
reanimated? Yes, but infinitely im- 
proved. Our bodies change every 
seven years, and yet, in one sense, it 
is the same body. On my wrist and 
the second finger of my right hand 
there is a scar. I made that at 12 
years of age, when, usted at the 
2 of two warts, I took a red- 

iron and burned them off, and 
burned them out. Since thea my body 
has changed at least half a dozen times, 
but those scars prove it is the same 
body. And we never lose our identity. 
If God can and does sometimes 
rebuild a man five, six, ten times, in 
this world, is it mysterious that He can 
rebuild him once more, and that in the 
resurrection? If He can do it ten 
times, I think He can do it eleven 
times. Then look at the 17-year lo- 
custs. For 17 years gone, at the end 
of 17 years they appear, and by rubbing 
the hind leg against the wing make 
that rattle, at which all the husband- 
men and vine-dressers tremble as the 
insect host takes up the march of 
devastation. Resurrection every 17 
years! 

Avother consideration makes the 
idea of resurrection easier. God made 
Adam. He was not fashioned after 
any model. There had never been a 
human organism, and so there was 
nothing to copy. At the first attempt 
God madea perfect man. He made 
him out of the dust of the earth. If 


without a moder God could make a per- 
fect man, surely out of the extraordin- 
ary dust of the mortal body, and with 
millions of models, God can make each 
one of us a perfect beingin the resur- 
rection. Surely the last undertaking 
would not be greater than the first. 

GOSPEL ALGEBRA. 

See the gospel algebra: ordinary dust 
minus a model equals a perfect man; 
extraordinany dust and plus a model 
equals a resurrection body, Mysteries 
about it? Oh yes; that is one reason 
why I believe it. It would not be 
much of a God who could do things 
only as far as 1 can understand. Mys- 
teries? Oh yes; but no more about the 
resurrection of your body than about 
its present existence. I will explain 
to YOlri he last mystery of the resur- 
rection, aud make it as plain to you as 
that two and two make four,if you 
will tell me bow your mind, which is 
entirely independent of your body, can 
act upon your body so that at your 
will your eyes open, or your foot walks, 
or your hand is extended. So I find 
nothing in the Bible statement con- 
cerning the resurrection that staggers 
me fora moment. All doubts clear 
from my mind, I say that the ceme- 
teries, however beautiful now, will 
be more beautiful when the bodies of 
aur loved ones come up. 

They will come in improved condi- 
tion. They willcome up rested. The 
most of them lay down at the last very 
tired. How often you have heard them 
say: I am sotired!”’ The fact is, 1t is 
a tired world. IfI should go tbrough 
this audience, and go round the world,

I do not believe there are 50 
persons in this audience who are not 
tired. Your head is tired, or your back 
is tired, or your foot is tired, or your 
brain is tired, or your nerves are tired. 
Long journeying, or business applica- 
tion, or bereavement, or sickness have 
put on you heavy weights, So the vast 
‘majority of those who went out of 
this world went out fatigued. About 
the poorost place to rest in is this 
world.

The con- 
fectioners want the smooth nut for their 
fine candies. On dry soil the almond does 
better than any other fruit tree; on rich 
soil it will do still better. In fact, it will do 
well on auy soil that will bear good peaches. 
The almond will bear on poorer soil than 
the peach. After being planted it requires 
little care or attention. Prune only enough 
to give a good shape. After transplanting 
I cut to ons foot above the ground. The 
almond bears a large crop on long 
and siender branches. Almonds are not 
troubled by any insecis except the 
red spider, which is destroyed by the sul- 
phur and salt wash. On the Ist of October 
harvest the nuts, placing a canvas sheet 
under the tree, and striking the boughs 
with a pole of Oregon pine. This does not 
injure the tree, and it hulls a portion of the 
nuts. Then put the crop through a hulliog 
m chine run by steam or hi rse-power. This 
allows the nuts to go through without 
breaking. The next process is at the 
blenching-house. My dleaching-house is 
25x38 feet. If too much sulphur is used its 
smell and taste will be imparted to the 
nuts. Some varieties bear in three years. 
It costs 2 cents a pound to hull and 
bleach; but with a good huiler and easily 
sep rated nut, much less. When 4 years 
wld the trees may bear thirteen pounds 
each; 190 trees bore 3502 pounds, giving an 
income ot $283.50 per acre. Persons un- 
accustomed to the industry can soon learn 


to manage for themselves. The nuts ripen 


after other crops have been h rvested, and 
consequently labor is cheap. Or, the 
‘almond can be left on the trees to suit the 
convenience of the owner.

CHURCH DEDICATION. 


CEREMONIES IN THE NEW UNI. 


VERSALIST CHUROH, 


History of the Organization and 
Description of the Fine Building 
—Financial Statement—An_ Im- 
posing Edifice—Music and Ad- 
dresses—Olosing Services. 


A more glorious morn of sunshine 
could not have looked in through the 
great stained-glass windows of the 
new Universalist Church than did yes- 
terday morning, as the people moved 
quietly into the decorated building, to 
participate in its services of dedica- 
tion. 
_ Sunday, the 13th day of April, 1890,

red-letter day. Beauty in flowers, 

earnestness in address and sweet har- 
mony in music were present, together 
with a large audience, to dedicate the 


day in the perpetual memory of the 
new house of worship,

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THE EDIFICE. 

The church, as a building, possesses 
features which are decided innovations 
_of a noteworthy order in church archi- 
tecture. It is situated on the corner of 
Raymond avenue and Chestnut street, 
from which place its square belfry 
tower, surmounted with a dome, rising 
to a height of 90 feet, can be seen at 
all points throughout the city. The 
design of the building has been fash- 
ioned after the Romanesque style. 
The building has an entrance through 
the circular tower, and an entrance 
through each of tbe square towers. 
The unique feature of the plan 
of the building is found in the 
main auditorium. Directly opposite 
the entrance is the pulpit, back of 
which is the choir gallery and organ 
loft, the entire north end of the audi- 
torium being rounded or semi-circular 
in shape, thereby affording a large 
seating area and bringing the audience 
up to the speaker. The main audi- 
torium is 70x80 feet in floor dimen- 
sions and 40 feet in height. A gallery 


of 400 seats sweeps the _ cir- 
cle of the church; the en- 
tire seating capacity of the 


church is almost one thousand. The 
ceiling of the church is frescoed in de- 
signs of unusual beauty in the spaces 
between heavy beams in natural wood. 
There is a large and handsome chande- 
lier. From the main auditorium sey- 
eral stairways lead to the lower floor, 
where are kitchen, dining-room, par- 
lors, Sunday-school and library rooms 
—all models of convenience and 
comfert. The circular vestry-room 
has some five hundred seats. There is 
a movable stage down stairs, with cur- 
tain and scenes, which permits 
the vestry-room into a little theater for 
Sunday-school concerts and church 
amateur theatricals. The building is 
heated and lighted upon the most 
modern plans. A feature of ornamen- 
tation in the church is the large win- 
dows in thestained cathedral glass. 

The following are the donations that 
have been made in the equipment of 
the church: 

The large round window in the 
church is in memory of George Throop, 
of the Chicago Battery, who sleeps in 
an unknown southern grave. 

The large south window in memory 
of Dorcas Hardison of Maine, given 
by Hon. W. L. Hardison of Santa 
Pauia. 

The piano was given by Mr. and 
Mrs. W. W. Mills of Pasadena. 

The pulpit and pulpit furniture are 
the gift of Mr. and Mrs. J. D. Wilde, 
Melrose, Mass. 

The furnace was given by H. M. 
Conger of Pasadena. The gas fixtures 
by Dr. O. H. Conger of Pasadena. 

The Bible is the gift of Mrs. Marsh 
of Chicago,and the communion set 
was given by Mrs. Capt. Phillips of 
Taunton, Mass. 

Gov. Waterman donated $1000 to- 
ward the completion of the church. 

THE DECORATIONS. 

The church was made more beauti- 
ful for its dedication yesterday, free 
from all debt, by a perfect feast of 
floral decorations. There was a large 
arch of evergreens standing as a back- 

round to the choir gallery, it support- 
ng a rope of roses, which met in grace- 
ful folds at the center of the archway. 
Midway in the center of the arch was 
set in red flowers: “To GOD THE 
FATHER.”’ A beautiful ladder of 
roses, the bottom round being in deep 
red and the upper one shading off 
to a light pink, rested in full view 
of the congregation against the wall, 
midway in the archi. The outer edge 
of the pulpit platform was encircled 
with daisies on a bed of pepper-tree 
leaves, while the choir railing was 
covered in the same manner with 
bridal-wreath roses. The most 
lovely flowers were everywhere visible. 
The pillars supporting the gallery 
were covered with ropes of evergreen 
and delicate white roses. The wall 
chandeliers were tastefully trimmed 
with rose vines. The church's in- 
terior, indeed, was most gorgeously 
arrayed in a dedication dress of sweet, 
fragrant California flowers. 

THE SERVICES. 

At 11 o’clock an organ voluntary 

was rendered, after which the entire 


congregation arose and sang ‘Nearer, | 


My God, to Thee.”’ 

Ot the four gentlemen who, as min- 
isters of the gospel, had come to assist 
in dedicating the beautiful temple of 
God, J. W. Hanson, D.D., of Chicago 
arose and delivered the invocation. 

Alter the Rev. J. H. Tuttle, D. D., of 
Minneapolis had led the responsive ser- 
vice, consisting of four couplets, 
Beethoven's The Heavens Prociaim 
Him” was exquisitely rendered by the 
well-known ladies and gentlemen of 
the Harmonia Quartette. 


Rev. Everett L. Conger, pas- 
tor of the church, next read 
4 concise and fable address, 


giving the history of the First Univer- 
salist Church. He spoke with earmest 
conviction of its trials in the past and 
its possibilities in the future. Of the 
church’s history, the following ex- 
tracts from the address will prove ot 
interest: 

“On the 19th day of January, 1885, 
Rev. Caroline A. Soulé, our present 
missionary to Scotland, came to Pasa- 
dens to visit the family of Thomas 
Nelmes. During ber stay she preached 
twice in Willtams's Hall. The audi- 
ence was very small, and nothing fur- 
ther was prumised. But the seed was 
sown and the need was here. 

“On October 17th of the same year

Rev. E. L. Briggs of Iowa assumed 
the temporary pastorate of the young 
parish, supplying the pulpit until the 
following March. 

„Before Mr. Briggs came H. F. Good- 
win and B. O. Clark purchased a lot on 
the corner of Chestnut street and Fair 
Oaks avenue for $3500, and held the 
same in trust for the parish, 
which as yet had no legal existence. On 
November 7th the small Medodist 
Church, which had just a day or two 
before been bought, was moved into, 
and they worshiped in their own 
church. The church was moved early 


avenue and Chestnut street, where the 
parish worshiped until it came to the 
vestry of this-church, July 3, 1888. 

The parish on the 19th day of Jan- 
uary, 1887, adopted articles of in- 
corporation. 

»The present pastor, on a health- 
seeking pilgrimage, supplied the — 
the mg: | following Mr. Briggs’s de- 
parture, March 20th. 

»On May 15th, I accepted a call to the 

astorate of this church. Since Octo- 

r 6, 1887, our work as pastor and 
people has gone on unitedly and pros- 
perously together. 

„On June 12, 1887, I presented to the 
congregation the importance and 
necessity of larger provisions for the 


| future. To the surprise of all, when 


that meeting ended we had $20,000, 
including our church property, pledged 
for the new work.“ 

Referring to the fact that the Hon. 
A.G. Throop, a native of New York 
State, but who has lived for so many 
years in Southern California, had come 
forward in the church’s hour of great 
trial and had paid the $16,000 due to 
other parties by the church, and thus 
freed the organization of all debt, the 
pastor said: But our courage never 
faltered and the work never stopped. 
We trusted in God for faith and cour- 
age, and when all had done their best, 
we turned to ‘Father Throop,’ whose 
faith is deeper even than his purse, 
and his face was always set forward 
and his voice was ever ‘onward.’ He 
changed our despair to hope. He 
would not give up, nor allow us to sur- 
render. God bless Father Throop and 
give the world more such men.”’ 

To quote the speaker further: Our 
financial condition is no exception. 
Who has dared to prophesy that on 
the 13th day of April, 1890, we would 
gather here as neighbors and friends, 
in a church that has cost $50,000, and 
dedicate it free of all debt to the noble 
uses to which it was erected.” 

At the conclusion of the address, 
which held its hearers in rapt silence, 
Dr. Conger read a telegram from 
Galesburg, III., sending heartiest con- 

ratulations on the completion of the 

niversalist Church at Pasadena, ou 

the part of the Lombard University, 
and signed by President N. White.

Rev. Dr. Conger led in the reading 
of the sentences of dedication, after 
which the Rev. G. H. Deere, D.D., 
of Riverside offered an appropriate 
prayer. 

Rev. Dr. Hanson followed with a few 
remarks of congratulation and exulta- 
tion upon the dedication of the edifice.

DEAD IN THE CACTI. 


THE BODY OF ERNEST.GRIMM 
RECOVERED... 


Supposed to Have Been Accident- 
ally” ados Dead While Hunting 
in the Hills—The Coroner's In- 
quest—Conjectures Regarding 
the Fatal Accident. 


The mystery which bas for the past 
nine days defied all attempts at solu- 
tion, relating to the disappearance of 
Ernest Grimm, the German contractor 
and builder, has at last been cleared 
up. 

His remains were found yesterday 
morning ina cluster of cacti a few 
rods north of New York avenue, about 
one mile east of Lake avenue, one-half 
mile east of Hill avenue, on the Ross 
& Graves tract, Highlands. 

As announced in Tnx Times of yes- 
terday, another searching party was 
formed at the corner of Lake and New 


York avenues. and, under the leader-

were soon rewarded by finding the re- 
mains in a group of cacti and grease- 
wood brush. Charles Middecroft was 
the first to make the discovery. 
He called to others of the party 
near by, and they soon all collected on 
the spot, made an examination of the 
surroundings, and then dispatched one 
of their number to this city, who sent 
a telephone message to Los Angeles to 
Coroner Meredith, who immediately 
took a train on the Cross road, and ar- 
rived here at 12:30 p.m. A team was 
secured by the Coroner, and in com- 
— with Dr. McAllister, James G. 
tossiter and a ‘Times reporter drove 
out to the spot where the remains lay. 
Mr. Brown and others of the searchers 
were found on guard, and assured the 


Coroner’s party that everything about 


the body was just as they had found 
it at 10 o’clock in the forenoon. The 
body was viewed by the Coroner and 
examined by the physician. The dead 
man was lying on his back, head to- 
ward the southeast, at full length, on 
a mass of small cacti. The corpse was 
far advanced in decomposition. The 
dead man’s hat was several feet 
away from the remains, and 
so was his double-barrelled  shot- 
gun. The gun had been 
discharged in both barrels, and the two 
empty shells were still in the gun. 
THE CORONER’S INQUEST. 
Coroner Meredith then swore in the 
following as jurors: J. G. Rossiter, A. 
S. Butterworth, H. W. Bunce, A. W. 
Mounsdon, W. N. Van Nuys and B. 
Brown. The first and most important 
witness was W. H. Ost, a gardener, 
who testified that he knew Grima 
well, and had known him for three 
years; had seen him two days before 
the day he was missing. and that he 


were those of Ernest Grimm. The 
witness also identified the gun as that 
of Grimm, saying that be had used 
it many times himself. 

Fletcher Burnight next testified to 
having seen a man whose description 
tallied with that of deceased, on Fri- 
day morning, April 4th, near the local - 
ity; had heard two shots. and saw 
him run and pick up a rabbit. 

Dr. W. L. McAllister, after bein 
sworn, testified that he had examine 
the remains of the deceased, which 
were in an advanced state of decom- 
position; that he had found a gunshot 
wound extending from the left side of 
the throat, just below the lower jaw, 
passing upward and toward the right, 
and coming out on the right side of 
the face; and that the wound was 
sufficient to cause death. 

This ended the testimony; and, after 
a brief deliberation, the jury returned 
a verdict to the effect that the remains 
were those of Ernest Grimm, a Ger- 
man, 40 
had resulted from the accidental dis- 
charge of his gun while hunting, and 
that said accident had occurred on or 
about April 4, 1890. 

The remains were taken charge of 
by Reynolds Bros., undertakers, and 
were interred later in the afternoon in 
Mountain View Cemetery. 

After the report of the jury the 
Coroner’s party returned to Pasadena, 
and at 4 p.m. Mr. Meredith returned 
to Los Angeles. 

And thus the Grimm mystery has 
been cleared up. 

THEORY OF THE ACCIDENT. 

The most plausible conjecture as to 
the fatal accident is that the deceased 
had shot.a rabbit at or near the place 
where the remains were found. One 


charged, the hunter had then gone 
into the brush to secure his game; and, 
while putting it into his game bag, had 
placed the breech of his gun on tbe 
ground among the brush, holding the 

un with the left hand while he man- 
pulated the rabbit with his right; and, 
while the hammer of the undischarged 
barrel was cocked, he had attempted 
to raise the piece propanatesy to moy- 
ing forward, and that the trigger 
had been caught by a twig, 
resulting in the deadly discharge of 
the loaded barrel. This theory is 
partly borne out by the fact that rab- 
bit fur was found near by and the gun 
had been pitched into the cacti a few 
feet away from the body, with the 
muzzie toward it. The hat was found 
near the fur, and a little way from the 
feet of deceased, where its owner had 
evidently stood when the gun was dis- 
charged.

The deceased leaves a widow and 
three children in limited circum- 
stances. It was reported’ yesterduy 
that he was a member of the A. O. U.
